Suspended Animation 


St. Louis Doctor Claims He Has 
Halted Life By Frost 


Creation of an ultra-frozen state 
of matter in which life is suspended 
indefinitely but can be revived again, 
was announced before the American 
Association for the Advancement of 
Science at Indianapolis. 

Dr. B. J. Luyet, of St. Louis Uni- 
versity, declared he had been able 
to produce suspended animation in 
plants and some small animals by 
taking them from room temperature 
to several hundred degrees below) 
zero within the fraction of a second. 
Both the plants and animals were; 
brought back to life after their life 
processes had been stopped by cool- 
ing, 

These plants and animals were not 
frozen, Luyet declared, since freezing | 
destroys living cells. Instead, they | 
were put into a vitreous state by| 
the rapid cooling.

FRENCH CABINET 
RESIGNS OFFICE 


Patis._Premier Camille Chautemps 
and his government have resigned. | 
the Popular Front coalition shat-'| 
tered by the withdrawal of Socialist 
supporters. 

The resignation came at a time 
when France faced severe Labor un-| 
rest and a weakened france that 
slipped on world exchanges despite! 
government efforts to support it. 

Chautemps and his cabinet handed | 
their resignations to President Al- 
bert Lebrun when it became appar-| 
ent that withdrawal of support by 
nine Socialist ministers within. the 
government left no alternative. The! 
Socialists, headed by Vice-Premier | 
Blum,' brought on the crisis by sub-| 
mitting their resignations to the) 
premier, stating the Popular Front) 
was broken up and they could no| 
longer remain in the government. 

The Socialists made up about half | 
of the cabinet, the remainder being | 
from the Radical-Socialists, headed | 
by Chautemps himself. The Social-| 
ist decision to withdraw came after 
party members retired from the | 
chamber of deputies for a private) 
meeting to decide whether or not) 
they could continue to back up the 
government in its fiscal and labor 
policies, 

Particularly at stake was the pre- 
mier’s firm stand against any con-| 
trol of exchange. 

Daladier’s announcement came | 
spectacularly at a time when the 
chamber was preparing to vote con- 
fidence or non-confidence in the gov- 
ernment. | 

Chautemps, in his third speech of, 
the all-night session, angered Com- | 
munists and Socialists when he told 
the Communists “I give you your 
liberty’ after they asked for free- 
dom from the Popular Front solidar- 
ity, indicating they would abstain, 
from voting in the confidence bal- 
lots,

The prices of stocks, shares and 
commodities, including wheat, are 
not, I believe, too high; indeed not 
high enough in my own view; and 
for this simple reason.— The vul- 
ue of money in terms of gold in 
Great Britain, the United States 
and Canada, has been inflated since 
1914 by 69 percent—In many 
other countries by a greater percent 
age— but the prices of comimudit- 
ies, stocks, shares and so forth, on 
the average, have only risen since 
1914 by about 25 percent, 

dyentually, it seems to me, the 
full 69 percent increase in the prices 
of all goods, commodities, wages | 
and salaries, must take place, for 
history tells us that ever in the | 
past the prices of all things have 
+noreased, after a time, by exactly | 
tbe same percentage as the money

Lack Of Uniformity Seen In 
Method Of Soil Surveying 
By The Various Provinces 


The history of soil surveying in 
Canada is a comparatively short one. 
The first attempt at mapping soils in 
the Dominion was made by the Topo- 
graphical Survey of the Dominion 
Department of the Interior in 1919, 
States A. Leahy, Soils Specialist of 
the Division of Field Husbandry, 
Central Experimental Farm at Ot- 


tawa, in Scientific Agriculture, issued } 


by the Canadian Society of Technical | 
Agriculturists. In 1921 the. Prov-| 
inces of Alberta and Saskatchewan| 
commenced soil surveying in their) 
respective provinces. In the succeed- | 
ing years, other provinces entered) 
this field of work, until at the pres-| 
ent time seven of the nine provinces | 
are carrying on soil surveys. In} 
1925 the Topographical Survey) 
greatly curtailed its services and in) 
1930 withdrew entirely. 
With the exception of the mapping} 
done by the Topographical Survey, 
soil surveys bave always been under) 
the direct céntrol of the provinces,} 
the work being conducted either by 
the colleges or Departments of Agri- 
culture. The Dominion Government, 
however, did not lose interest in this 
work on the cessation of activities of 
the Topographical Survey, as, 
through the Dominion Department of 
Agriculture, financial aid has been 
given to the provinces for the en- 
couragement of soil surveys. How- 
ever, the Dominion Department of 
Agriculture has never assumed any 
direct responsibility for the 9 | 
work, nor for the manner in which 
the data were presented on the maps. 
In the organization of soil surveys 
in Canada, therefore, there are at the 
present time seven distinct bodies in 
charge of the work, each of which 
receives financial assistance from 
the Dominion as well as from the 
Provincial Governments. Except for 
such voluntary co-operation as is 
possible, no provisions have been 
made for keeping these bodies in con- 
tact with each other. While this 
setup has the merit of placing direct 
responsibility of soil surveying in the 
hands of the men who are most 
familiar with the soils and the soil 
problems of each province, it has re- 
sulted in a lack of uniformity in the 
systems in use of soil classification 
in the kind and amount of informa- 
tion relative to soils, and in the man- 
ner in which the data are presented 
on the soil map. Considering each 
province as a separate and distinct 
unit, the soil survey methods in use 
have given good results, but when 
each province is considered as only 
a@ part of the whole country, the re- 
sults are not entirely satisfactory.

Woman Travelling On British Train 
Meets With Accident 

Every year on the British railways 
| about 200 people stop trains by pull- 
ing the communication cord. Com- 
mon offenders are people who have 
boarded the wrong train or those 
who have been carried past the sta- 
tion at which they think the train 
should stop. 

An official recalled the case of an 
elderly woman who was leaning out 
of a compartment window calling 
goodbye to her friends on the plat- 
form. As the train moved off she 
leaned out further and further, call- 
ing “Goodbye.”

The market for wheat is 
influenced by many factors and these 
are all given careful consideration in 
the preparation of the grain section 
of the Agricultural Situation and 
Outlook for 1938, prepared by the 
Dominion Departments of Agricul- 
ture and of Trade and Commerce. 
World wheat production in 1937 
was moderately larger than that of 


was approximately offset by a reduc- 
tion in world stocks at the beginning 
of the crop year. The distribution 
of the 1937 crop, however, was such 
that the importing countries had a 
more adequate supply and  conse- 
quently world trade in wheat is ex- 
pected to be lower in 1987-38 than 
was the case in 1936-37 when 605 
million bushels moved in _ inter- 
national trade. The United Kingdom 
is the largest market for Canadian 
wheat and this year, it is expected 
that Belgium, Germany, Holland and 
France will also be importers of sub- 
stantial quantities. 

The market for Canadian wheat 
has been built up on a quality basis 
and on continuity of supply, hence, 
it is vital to the interests of Canada 
to have at least 200 million bushels 
of wheat available for export in each 
crop year in order that the advant- 
age of existing markets may be 
realized. In the present crop year, 
the 1937 crop of 182.5 million bushels 
along with a carryover from the 
previous crop year of. 32.7 million 
bushels, leaves Canada with a supply 
of only 215 million bushels of wheat. 
Out of this supply, about 100 million 
bushels will be needed for domestic 
requirements and with a minimum 
carryover of 30 million bushels, a 
maximum of 85 million bushels are 
available for export during the cur- 
rent season. This amount falls re- 
grettably short of the volume of 
Canadian wheat that importing coun- 
tries have been willing to take even 
in the years of low world import de- 
mand. In view of the low carry- 
over which will be available on Aug- 
ust 1, 1938, it would appear that the 
probable crop on a wheat acreage 
Similar to that sown in 1987 could 
be absorbed without difficulty. 

All phases of the wheat situation, 
as well as that of all major farm 
enterprises are discussed in the 
Agricultural Situation and Outlook 
for 1938. Copies are available free 
from the Publicity and Extension 
Branch, Department of Agriculture, 
Ottawa.

A tragic exception to the general 
improvement was experienced in the 
Prairie Provinces. Obviously the 
need which exists is acute, the situ- 
ation could not be handled by the 
Province, and the Federal Govern- 
ment is to be commended for having 
shouldered the greater part of the 
burden. 

The immediate problems created 
by the drought require emergency 
measures; but a situation has also 
been brought to a head which has 
been unsatisfactory for years and re-| 
quires treatment on a national basis. 

Large areas, ordinarily unsuitable 
for the purpose, have been planted 
to grain. Under favourable weather | 
conditions the crop from an area| 
equal to that planted in recent years | 
would furnish serious marketing | 
problems. The efforts towards self- | 
sufficiency in food supplies on the 
part of many countries, and particu- 
larly Germany, France and Italy, 
have also narrowed the international 
market for wheat and flour to a 
point where total overseas sales of 
the four important non-European ex- 
porters have been reduced as follows:

The position abroad is complex and 
difficult but one gets few hints of 
the tremendous desire for peace 
which is latent in all parts of Europe.

In 
many countries, desperate economic 
conditions have created mass fear. 
Ruthless, cynical and irresponsible 
leadership is gambling to keep itself 
in power. Just as there are construc- 
tive psychological factors beneath the 
surface, so there are favourable eco- 
nomic forces at work, Those of us 
who continue to feel hopeful base our 
optimism upon the belief that ideal- 
ism is not dead and that it cannot 
be long before ecenomie reconstruc- 
tion gives even those who are most 
desperate a breathing spell. 


UNITED STATES 


One of the most important ques- 
tions of the day is whether the United 
States is merely experiencing an in- 
terruption in the long term trend of 
recovery, or whether the wheel has 
turned full circle and the country is 
again facing a major depression. In 
my opinion, fundamental conditions 
now and in the period immediately 
preceding the last depression are not 
comparable. One would be tempted 
to say without hesitation that the 
present setback is merely a tempor- 
ary recession, were it not for the un- 
fortunate lack of co-operation that 
exists between Government and busi- 
ness. 


It surely cannot be long before a 
plan for practical co-operation be- 
tween government, industry and 
labour will be adopted. 


CONCLUSION: 


Where the recent prosperity in the 
United States has been dependent 
mainly upon large-scale government 
deficits, the Canadian recovery took 
it origin from foreign trade. 

Without doubt, prosperity based 
upon world demand for Canadian pro- 
ducts is more soundly established 
than that based upon deficit spend- 
ing. Sixty per cent. of our exports 
go to countries other than the United 
States, and even with a substantial 
decline in exports to that country 
total Canadian prosperity should be 
only moderately affected.
